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The first publications of the Society appeared Jan* 6^ 1792, in 
** The American Apollo," * a weekly magazine beginning at that time. 
They were printed in connection with the magazine during thirty-nine 
weeks, and comprised usually a signature of eight pages, which could be 
separated from the rest of the pamphlet, and was called Part L of 
each number. The first 208 pages of Vol. L of the Collections were 
published in this way; and the remainder, consisting of 80 pages* 
came out in monthly parts, in September, October, November, and 
December, 1792. The second and third volumes were continued 
in monthly parts, but the fourth and fifth were issued in quarterly 
parts. The Collections — of which there are now thirty-dgfat 
volumes — are divided into series of ten volumes each. Hubbard's 
History of New England, which constitutes Vols. V. and VL of the 
second series, was published with a title-page to correspond with the 
other volumes of the Collections, — also with a different one, so that 
the work might be sold separately. This History passed through a 
second edition in 1848, when it was again printed on the same plan. 
This edition was carefully collated with the original nuinuscript^ and 
contains numerous additional notes. The same method was followed in 
publishing Bradford's History of Plymouth Plantation, which is VoL 
IIL of the fourth series, so that it appears both as an independent 
volume and as one of a set It will be seen from the list given bdow, 
that the first twenty-one volumes have been reprinted, and that Vols. L 
and y. have reached a third edition.

The first priuUxl Ciitaloguo of the books in the Library was a pam- 
phlet of 40 pages, and appeared in 170C. Tliis was followed by a 
** Catalogue of the Books, Pamphlets, Newspapers, Maps, Charts, 
Manuscripts," &c., in 1811. The first volume of the present GUa- 
logue ap|ioared in 1859, and the second volume was issued the next 
year. These three are the only printed lists of the books in the 
general library. A few copies of the first 240 pages of Yd. L of the 
Catalogue were printed separately as specimen numbers to show to 
the members. It may be worth the while to put on record a het 
in regard to the Catalogue of the Dowse Librarv. The book waa 
printfxl before the Library was given to the Histoncal Society, and a 
titlo-iHigo was prepared for twenty-five copies, the owner deddin^ 
to limit the issue to tliat numlrar during his life. At a later period, 
howovor, the additional Hhoots of the oatiuoguo wore found, and it was 
duoinod oflvisiiblo to print a now titlo-pogo for tlio romiuning copies. 
In tlio list horoaflor given, it apiKsars tliat tliero are two Cotalogiies 
of tlio I>owso Library, bearing tlio dates 185C and 1870 respoctivelyt 
tliough ill flict they aro Uio same work with diffbront titlo-noges. 

In 1809 a volume was published, entitled ^ Lectures delivered in a 
Course before tho Lowell Institute, in Boston, by Members of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, on Subjects relating to the Earij
